GAMES HEROES CALL 
FOR COUNCIL U-TURN 


A HOST of top sports stars, includ¬ 
ing London 2012 heroes Mo Farah 
and David Weir, have written to 
Barking and Dagenham Council 
over its decision to withdraw from 
the London Youth Games in 2013. 

Youth Games organisers said bor¬ 
ough officials signalled their inten¬ 
tion to withdraw from the competi¬ 
tion in September due to the cost of 
taking part. 

Each borough is asked to pay a 
registration fee of £7,200 per year. 
A spokesman for the Youth Games 
explained that for every pound 
spent by local authorities, another 
£3 comes in from other funding 
sources including Balfour Beatty 
and Sport England. 

Barking and Dagenham will be 
the only borough out of 33 in 
London not to take part. 


The list of stars, which also 
included Olympians Christine 
Ohuruogu, Gemma Gibbons, Zoe 
Smith, Chemmy Alcott, Steve 
Backley and Mark Hunter, along 
with England footballer Rachel 
Yankey and rugby player Maggie 
Alphonsi, wrote to the council in 
late October. 

They urged council leader Liam 
Smith to reconsider the decision 
citing it as a ‘mistake for the young 
people of Barking and Dagenham’. 

They received no reply. 

“As former participants in the 
London Youth Games, we are fully 
aware of the positive impact it has 
had on our own sporting careers 
and continues to have on young 
people in communities right across 
London,” they said. 

“For sport to become an integral 


part of a healthy lifestyle, it is real¬ 
ly important that a young person’s 
early exposure to competitive sport 
is one that encourages them to stay 
involved. 

“The games provide a rare oppor¬ 
tunity for young people to identify 
closer with their community. It also 
allows young people to develop 
their social skills by bringing them 
together with others in a fun and 
friendly environment.” 

As well as working with the 33 
local authorities in the capital, the 
London Youth Games also works 
with 26 of sport’s national govern¬ 
ing bodies to ensure the young peo¬ 
ple are exposed to the right level of 
competition at the right stage of 
their development. 

Despite writing to the council 
more than two months ago, London 


Youth Games has received no reply 
from Mr Smith or anyone else at 
the council to discuss a way for¬ 
ward. The Youth Games added that 
all attempts at discussion via letter, 
e-mail and in person had been met 
with no response. 

Yellow Advertiser also requested 
a comment from Barking and 
Dagenham Council on the matter, 
but received no response. 

The council did announce in 
December that it planned to hold its 
own Community Games across two 
days in June this year. 

At that time, Mr Smith said: “We 
have been involved in pan-London 
sports competitions for some time, 
but this new event gives us a better 
chance to showcase our own 
unique status as a borough with a 
real affinity with sport.”

RAINHAM Marshes is a fan¬ 
tastic place to enjoy a walk, jog 
or a cycle under big skies in a 
picturesque setting. 

The 353 hectare site in New 
Tank Hill Road (A 1090) in 
Purfleet, is located on ancient 
marshland next to the River 
Thames near the Dartford 
Crossing. 

There is a brand new cycling 
route that links Rainham with 
Purfleet. It runs alongside the 
reserve hugging the river, pass¬ 
ing the stone barges and offers 
magnificent views of the 
Thames with the Queens 
Elizabeth bridge in the dis¬ 
tance. 

The site’s incredible transfor¬ 
mation from a Ministry of 
Defence firing range has also 
included boardwalks through¬ 
out the reserve to give access 
for wheelchairs and 
pushchairs. 

At this time of year, visitors 
will find a host of colourful 
birds including bullfinches, 
ringed plovers, oystercatchers, 
golden plovers, water and rock 
pipits, little egrets, snipe, chif- 
fchaffs, curlews, lapwings, 
dunlins, redshanks, 

shelducks, peregrines and the 
elusive kingfisher. 

The marshes were closed to 
the public for more than 100 
years. 

The RSPB acquired the site 
in 2000 and transformed it into 
an important wildlife haven. 


Now you can expect to see 
breeding wading birds in 
spring and summer, and large 
flocks of wild ducks in winter. 

Birds of prey and rare birds 
are regularly seen too. 

At this time of year, visitors 
are urged to look out for large 
flocks of birds gathering to 
feed, or flying at dusk to form 
large roosts to keep warm. 

Also at this time of year visi¬ 
tors will be able to witness 
enormous swirling flocks of 
lapwings and golden plovers 
shimmering in the winter sky. 

Winter also brings the hunt¬ 
ing peregrines plummeting 
after waders and ducks. 

In summer, you will be able 
to witness young birds making 
their first venture into the out¬ 


side world. 

Autumn brings large move¬ 
ments of migrating birds - 
some heading south to a 
warmer climate, others seeking 
refuge in the UK from the cold 
Arctic winter. 

There is an innovative eco- 
friendly visitor centre, with 
huge windows that look out 
across the marshes. 

There is also a shop and cafe 
and a new wildlife garden and 
children’s adventure play area 
too. 

Rainham Marshes offers a 
full year round events pro¬ 
gramme for families and 
school groups.

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Food poisoning probe continues 


THE Health Protection Agency (HPA) is 
continuing to investigate an outbreak of food poi¬ 
soning associated with a Hornchurch pub. 

The probe comes after a 46-year-old woman died 
on December 27. 

Della Callagher had lunch at the Railway Hotel, 
in Station Lane, on Christmas Day with a group of 
friends. 

The agency said a further 30 people reported 
symptoms of gastrointestinal illness after eating at 
the venue, also on Christmas Day. 

The HPA said laboratory testing confirmed the 
presence of Clostridium perfringens bacteria in a 
number of samples submitted by diners who expe¬ 
rienced symptoms, including the patient who died. 

Dr Deborah Turbitt, director of the HPA’s local 
Health Protection Unit, said the illness generally 
lasted no more than a few days although vulnera¬ 
ble groups such as very young children, elderly 
people, and those with underlying health problems 
could be more seriously affected. 

Ms Turbitt said: “It is rare for a person to die as a 


direct result of food poisoning. 

“Clostridium perfringens bacteria occurs in 
relation to red meat or poultry. 

“It is the third most common cause of food poi¬ 
soning in the UK. Indications suggest that this out¬ 
break is an isolated event. 

“People become unwell on average after about 
12 hours of eating food contaminated with 
Clostridium perfringens, with diarrhoea and 
abdominal pain being the main symptoms. 

“Our thoughts are with the family at this sad 
time. We have been working with Environmental 
Health Officers at Havering Council to identify the 
cause of illness and any links to food eaten at the 
venue. The venue has been co-operating fully with 
our investigations.” 

Ms Callagher attended Queen’s Hospital 
accident and emergency department on Boxing 
Day reporting symptoms of food poisoning.# 

She was treated by medics and then went home 
the same day. 

Havering Council’s cabinet member for public 


protection, Councillor Lesley Kelly, said: “I am 
very sorry to hear of this sad death and my 
thoughts are with the family at this time. 

“Our officers have visited the premises and are 
content that it meets food safety regulations and 
that it can continue to serve food until the investi¬ 
gation is concluded.” 

Medical director, Dr Mike Gill, said: “A patient 
attended our emergency department on Boxing 
Day with what appeared to be food poisoning. 

“The patient was seen and fully assessed by a 
senior clinician, and given appropriate treatment 
and advice before returning home. 

“The Trust followed accepted medical practice. 
We will be fully reviewing the case. 

“We have written to the family offering our con¬ 
dolences at this very difficult time and inviting 
them to meet with medical staff who can answer 
any queries or concerns they may have.” 

A spokesperson for the Railway Hotel in 
Hornchurch said: “We would like to offer our sin¬ 
cere condolences to the Callagher family at this 
very difficult time. The local authority is 
currently investigating an alleged food poisoning 
incident at the Railway and we are co-operating

fully with them to ascertain the cause or source. 
We are also carrying out a thorough internal inves¬ 
tigation. Until these investigations are complete 
we are unable to provide any further details.” 

People who become unwell with symptoms of 
food poisoning are advised to drink plenty of 
fluids and take rest at home. If symptoms are par¬ 
ticularly severe or do not settle within two days 
then they should seek medical advice.

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Ex-Visteon workers continue 
fight with Ford over pensions 


By Pat Jones 

IF MEDALS were given out for 
persistence a group of pensioners - 
many from Essex - would walk away 
with gold. 

Former workers from failed car parts 
firm Visteon UK have fought dogged¬ 
ly, first for decent redundancy terms, 
and for the past three-and-half-years 
for the full pensions promised when 
they transferred from Ford in 2000. 

Now 2013 looks like being a highly 
significant year for Visteon Pension 
Action Group (VPAG), after its 
campaign of demonstrations, lobbying 
of Ford plants, government depart¬ 
ments and political party conferences, 
and a recent Parliamentary debate 
attended by MPs and ministers who 
unanimously supported the motion 
that Ford owes a duty of care to the 
Visteon Pensioners. 

The group’s High Court challenge to 
Ford is due to be heard early in the 
year, an all party group of MPs is lob¬ 


bying for the pensioners, moves are 
being made to initiate a select commit¬ 
tee hearing in the House of Commons, 
a hearing of the Welsh Affairs commit¬ 
tee and a Private Members’ Bill. 

“We are determined to get what we 
were promised by Ford when we 
agreed to transfer to Visteon,” said 
Andy Belch, the VPAG member 
responsible for liaising with MPs and 
the press. 

“We have attracted a great deal of 
support along the way and now we 
hope it will bear fruit. 

“We are campaigning for the pen¬ 
sions we worked for and contributed 
to. At the moment members are get¬ 
ting between 15 and 50 per cent less 
than they expected and are due, and 
many face financial difficulties 
because of that. The court will decide 
the legal issue - we are pushing the 
moral aspect,” he added. 

Unite union issued proceedings in 
the High Court Chancery Division, in 
the name of one pensioner, - 


Dennis Varney, on the group’s behalf 
in January 2011. 

Since then a further 1,400 pension¬ 
ers have applied to join in a class 
action. 

“We are looking forward to the case 
being heard and grateful to Unite for 
its help,” Mr Belch added. 

“The support we are receiving from 
MPs of all parties is a tremendous fil¬ 
lip. Stephen Metcalfe, who represents 
South Basildon and East Thurrock, 
has been a tremendous help setting up 
the all-party group. 

That group holds evidence hearings 
- and although it has no powers to 
force witnesses to attend - it has 
amassed a lot of useful information. 

It has three further hearings 
scheduled for the first three months of 
this year. 

Mr Belch added: “We were very 
lucky, too, that the annual chance for 
an MP to call a debate on his or her 
chosen topic was won by Mike Freer, 


who represents Finchley and Golders 
Green, for the chance to highlight our 
predicament. 

“I am told 22 MPs from all parties 
attended the debate, which apparently 
is a record for that type of debate.” 

“We know plans are afoot to try for 
select committee hearings here and in 
Wales.” 

Former Ford staff had been promised 
terms mirroring those they enjoyed 
with the car giant when it set up 
Visteon plants in Basildon, Enfield, 
Belfast and Swansea to supply it with 
parts. 

However the business never made a 
profit and was closed in March 2009, 
when all the workers lost their jobs. 

The workers refused to go quietly. 

They occupied the firm’s plants until 
they were given better redundancy 
terms than first offered. 

Then when it became clear they 
would only receive a fraction of the 
pensions they had worked, battle lines 


were drawn and Visteon Pension 
Action Group (VPAG) set up. 

Ford has always maintained Visteon 
pensioners are not its responsibility. 

In a recent statement a spokesman 
said: “Visteon became an independent 
company in 2000 and was responsible 
for its own business decisions. 

“Ford fully discharged both its legal 
and moral responsibilities to former 
Visteon UK employees. 

“Ford was not involved in Visteon 
UK Directors’ 2009 decision to put 
Visteon UK into administration. 
Consequently, Ford believes that ques¬ 
tions regarding VisteonUK being 
placed into administration and the sub¬ 
sequent impact on the Visteon Pension 
fund should be answered by Visteon 
UK management and the trustees of 
the VisteonPension Fund. 

“Visteon still operates today as a 
large scale automotive component 
supplier across Europe, Asia Pacific 
and the Americas.”
